NEW SLOGAN

subway system was at one time not good. 


FLAGMEN AGAIN 

A transportation expert we hired to tell us ways 
to improve Hamptons Subway has said the 
biggest problem is our flagmen, who wave 
red, orange and green flags in the tunnels to 
instruct the motorman to stop, go slow or go fast. 
He thinks it should be replaced by the automated 
red, orange and green light systems found in 
all other subways. This expert is apparently not 


familiar with the strength of the flagmen union, 


which has negotiated 10-year contracts since the 
founding of the Subway System in 1925. The 
new contract is now in its third year with s 
even more to go, and yes, it’s true that flagmen 
have fallen asleep or just gone off for a cup of coffee 
and that has caused near collisions, especially 
this summer, but we signed the agreement and 
we are stuck with it. Automation is not always 
better anyway, the Commissioner says, and he 
ought to know. 


HORSES TROTTED OFF TO WESTHAMPTON 

With the horse show over, the 210 participating 
horses were trotted back Sunday night through 
the tunnels from Bridgehampton to their trailers 


at the Westhampton stop. Cleaning up after 
the horses after their annual “walk” did cause 
Hamptons Subway to reopen at 7 a.m. instead of 
6 a.m. Monday, because the manure left on the 
tracks was greater than usual. Something new in 
the feed, we were told. We regret the delay. 


‘NO TOURS 


People have asked why we don't offer tours 
through the historic Hamptons Subway Building 
on Ponquogue Avenue in Hampton Bays. It is 
after all the only building in the United States 
designed in the Fascist manner by Hitler’s 
architect Albert Speer—in 1935, before the war, 
of course. The reason is complicated and I will 
get to that, but I can tell you briefly what’s on 
each floor. The ground floor is reception and 
secretarial, the second floor is for bookkeeping, 
junior executives and the tech department, the 
third floor is the company cafeteria and senior 
executives. The top floor is off limits. It includes 
Commissioner Aspinall’s private suite and also a 
courtroom with a judge who decides on subway- 
related legal cases, which includes people who 
get arrested and charged with malingering or 
stealing. The courtroom’s been up there since 
the beginning and we think it works well, but 
we fear the American government might close it 
down if it knew about it, so don’t tell anybody. As 
for the basement, it is filled to the brim with old 
no-longer-used subway tokens.

SIDEWALK ROLL-UP SCHEDULE SET 

The Hamptons Police have announced the 
fall 2018 schedule for rolling up the sidewalks 
across the South Fork. “Some people think that 
Tumbleweed Tuesday (the day after Labor Day) 
is the start of the off-season,” says Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “But you know 
that summer’s really over when we roll up the 
sidewalks and put them in storage for the winter.” 
Although the roll-up is an annual event, it remains 
a source of tremendous contention among 
residents and business owners who complain 


that it inhibits year-round activity in the area. 
Hirsch finds this complaint without merit. “With 
all the griping about summertime crowds, you’d 
think they would be thanking us for helping tamp 
it down in the winter. But no!” 

The roll-up process takes a little over a week, 
and every year the police begin the process 
in a different location. “This year, we’re starting 


_from Montauk,” says Hirsch. The shifting of 


start locations and itineraries is designed to 
provide a measure of equity to the different 
villages. “If we started in Southampton every 
year, that wouldn’t be fair to businesses and 
pedestrians there,” notes Hirsch. “So we have a 
regular cycle that we follow. We don’t see why it 
should be controversial.” 

Hirsch says that the police won’t start removing 
the sidewalks in Montauk until November 7, 
the day after Election Day. “We used to start 
this whole thing a lot sooner,” he says. “But in 
the last 20 years we’ve not only found that 
people are lingering out here longer after Labor 
Day, but we’ve also become more sensitive to the 
Jewish holidays.”

Once the roll-up begins, pedestrians and 
businesses will be able to use the Hamptons 
Police’s new “Where the Sidewalk Ends” app to get 
up-to-the-minute updates about where sidewalks 
will still be usable. 2018 marks the debut of this 
special service, which can be accessed on a range 
of devices. “The app will be a big help for people,” 
says Hirsch. “It will take all of the guesswork out 
ofa =. 

Despite this helpful new technology, pedestrian 
groups have mobilized against the roll-up. 
Denton Fisk, who heads an advocacy group 
called Sidewalkers Unite, had sharp words for the 
custom. “What this is really about is people who 
don’t want to shovel their walks when the snow 
comes,” Fisk says. “The police are just subsidizing 
laziness and absentee ownership.” 

Hirsch says that the police expect to complete 
the sidewalk roll-up by December 4. “Barring any 
unforeseen weather events, this should be a very 
smooth year. We have a lot of practice with this.” ga

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The Montauk Monster 


The Killer Shark the Size of a Car and What Happened 


BY DAN RATTINER 


t’s true that Montauk holds more 

deep sea fishing records than 
any other port in the world. But 
the record for the largest fish ever 
caught on rod and reel has eluded it. 
That record remains a 2,664-pound 
shark caught by a fisherman out of 
Adelaide, Australia in 1959. 

Nevertheless, if you go down to 
the Clam and Chowder House at 
Salivar’s Dock today, you will see, 
high up on the wall, the enormous 
head of a killer shark, its jagged 
teeth exposing a hideous grin, that 
had once been attached to a shark 
that weighed as much as a car— 
3,427 pounds—and which was reeled 
in on tackle that would break if it 
were stressed to an amount greater 
than 100 pounds. It was caught by 
a Montauk fisherman and reeled in 
30 miles southeast of Montauk in 
early August, 1986. It should have 
broken the record, but didn’t. 

This shark was disqualified by a 
representative from the International 
Game Fish Association, who came 
up to Montauk a few days after the 
fish was caught to review the claim. 
He’d read an article [’d written in 
Dan’s Papers about how this fish got 
caught. I’d written it in detail. 

I didn’t know that one particular 
detail I wrote about would disqualify 
the catch. Neither did Captain Frank 
Mundus, who captained the boat 
that caught it and told me how he 
did it, there out on the dock the night 
the fish was brought ashore. 

Later, after everything blew

me. “You couldn't know,” he said. 
“Neither could I.” The Australian entry is still 
unchallenged to this day. 

On the Sunday afternoon of August 8, 1986, 
Captain Mundus took four New York City 
fishermen aboard his Cricket IT deep sea shark 
fishing boat. These men were serious fishermen 
who'd paid Mundus $1,500 to be out there for 
a full 24 hours. They were not expecting to 
catch anything the size of an automobile. They 
were after sharks that would weigh on the order 
of 200 or 300 pounds each. That was the plan. 

On Monday morning, 30 miles off Montauk, 
Mundus came upon the floating carcass of a 


55-foot dead whale. Herds of sharks were feeding 
on this whale. It occurred to Mundus that a giant 
might be among them. 

Mundus talked to the businessmen. He wanted 
to stay near to that dead whale through to 
Tuesday evening if needed. He sensed the giant. 
He’d extend the charter, for free, just to stay 
with him. The businessmen talked it over and 


told Mundus they appreciated the offer but had 


to get back to their businesses in Manhattan. 
So Mundus radioed to a nearby charter boat to 
come alongside, pick’them up and take them in. 
He was staying. 


The following afternoon, he saw 
what he was looking for. A great 
white was dining on the whale, 
going off and then coming back. 
He’d try to hook this shark with 
100-pound test line. A fight of up 
to six hours would be possible. 


years old and knew his limits. 
“I’m no spring chicken,” he told 
me back on the dock. He’d need 
a young “damn fool” to do the 
fight. And he knew where there 
was one. 

“T’d been in radio contact with 
Donnie Braddick of the Fish On, 
nearby looking for tuna. He’s 30. 
I called him, told him where I was, 
what it was all about and asked 
him if he’d like to come over.” 

Donnie Braddick saw 
this as a_ once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity. He’d be the damn 
fool. He motored over and they 
lashed the two boats together. 
Captain Mundus played out his 
fishing line with butterfish and 
whiting disguising the hooks. And 
they waited. : 

I asked Mundus the obvious 
question. How do you reel in 
a 3,500-pound fish on 
-100-pound line? 

“You don't,” he said. “You 


then you chase him around the 
ocean with the boat and you tire 
him out.” 

I told Mundus I thought this 
was terrifying. 

“Finally, you pull up alongside 
him in your boat—you find a time 
when he is resting comfortably up 

on the surface—and you hit him in 
the tail with your gaff hook, and then you lasso 
him with a rope.” 

“What if he wakes up?” 

“That’s the thing. If he does, you’re dead.” 

“And how do you kill him?” 

“By dragging him home backwards. The water 
goes up into his gills the wrong way. He suffocates 
after a time.” 

"Ob" 

The Cricket IT was only 42 feet long. The fish 
he dragged home would be lashed to the side, 
heeling the ship way over. It wouldn’t be easy, but 
it could be done if you went slow. 
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Mundus sat in the 
fighting chair, ordered 
Braddick up to the 
wheelhouse to pilot the 
Cricket IT and shouted 
up to him to go this way 
and that. He’d use his 
30 years of experience 
to get the monster to 
take the bait. An hour 
went by, and then... 
he bit. 

“As soon as he took 
the hook, I called to 
Braddick to come down 
and get in the chair. 
He'd bring him in. It 
would be his fish. We 
changed places.” 

Over the marine 
radio, Mundus called 
Captain Carl Darenberg of the Montauk Marine 
Basin to tell him what was going on. Darenberg 
told Mundus he’d stay at his desk, available for 
further conversations, and then called his wife to 
say he wouldn’t be home for dinner. 

By 11 p.m. that night, more than 1,000 people 
including this reporter, were down at the docks, 
hoping to get a glimpse of Mundus coming 
through the jetties. He was taking his time. We 
waited for hours. Car headlights were turned on 
the jetty. Finally, the Cricket IT came through at 
a slow four knots, leaning way over to starboard 
with the weight of the shark lashed there. It was 
quite a sight. 

Lit by other car headlights at the dock, a yellow

forklift tried to raise the fish, but it was so long 


the forklift could not get it completely out of the 
water. A construction crane was brought in, and, 
after using it to slide a heavy cargo net under 
the shark, they were able to lift it up and place 
it atop a big scale that could weigh things up to 


3,500 pounds. The giant lay there, its tongue » 


hanging out one side of its mouth, its twin 
rows of teeth glistening. The needle went up to 
3,500 and hovered there. Deducting the 
72 pounds for the net, the Marine Basin 
announced its weight at 3,427 pounds. Pictures 
were taken. 

The fish lay on the Scck for the next 24 hours, 
during which time reporters and newscasters 


from CBS, ABC, The 
New York Times and 
the national media 
came out to tell the 
story, as did scientists 


from the © Museum 
of Natural History, 
National Marine 


Fisheries Service and 
the International Game 
Fish Association. 

Dan’s Papers was 
published. I had written 
what Mundus had 
told me. 

“The monster took 
the hook around 4:30 
in the afternoon with 
Mundus in the chair. 
Mundus immediately 

got up. Braddick sat 
down and the fight was on...” 

And that’s what disqualified this catch. From 
start to finish, the catching of the fish had to 
be done with just one fisherman in the fighting 
chair. And it wasn’t. 

Years later, Lou Russo, a columnist for the 
Fisherman’s Weekly, wrote “(This incident 
reported in Dan’s Papers) was the likely reason 
the IGFA did not approve the record. A record 
547 kg shortfin mako catch by Jody Daniels on 
the Hustler captained by Glen Hodson on March 
2, 1990, was disqualified for the same reason.”

How Georgica Beach Got Closed For Labor Day Weekend Swimming 


GEORGICA BEACH HAD A LIFEGUARD PROBLEM OVER LABOR DAY WEEKEND

eorgica Beach in East Hampton Village 
was closed to swimming over Labor 
Day weekend. 

I know what you are thinking. It was pollution. 
It’s erosion. Or maybe a shark. You are wrong. It 
just may have been a bikini. 

As you may know, the Village of Southampton 
has strict rules about what you can wear or not 
wear in public there. Signs are sprinkled around 
the village reminding you of those rules. On Main 
Street, correct apparel is required. There are 
other rules for elsewhere. These rules have been 
on the books since the 1880s, at a time when, if 
women went in the water, they wore “bathing 
costumes.” Things were pretty prudish then. 

Enforcement is now lax. But the rule remains. 

Now this may have had something to do with 
what happened in East Hampton. But maybe not. 

Three months ago, just a day after the big 
Memorial Day weekend, one of the village trustees 
suggested at a meeting that the female lifeguards 
at the village beaches wear less-revealing bikinis. 
A conversation ensued. The female lifeguards 
are mostly high school age, though some are 
older. The red bikinis with the badges on them 
are the official uniforms for the lifeguards. The 


boys wear just the bottoms. The girls both tops 
and bottoms. 

But times have heed, Maybe the Village, 
which pays for the bathing suits, should provide 
bathing suits, for the girls anyway, that were 
less revealing. 

In the end, the Village decided a change should 
be made. The female lifeguard themselves could 
pick the new ones out. 

What could go wrong? 

The female lifeguards reviewed hates and 
descriptions of different suits and pointed out 
what they thought would work. They showed 
their choice to the chief manager. And so these 
new bathing suits were ordered. It was reported 
by The East Hampton Star. 

The bathing suits came and the managers 
were not happy with them. One senior lifeguard 
called them “Brazilian.” At this point, the Star 
reported, according to lifeguard Christina 
Cangiolosi, one of the female lifeguards was 
asked to pose wearing this suit and a picture 
of her in it was taken by a female manager on 
her cellphone. The managers eventually decided 
the new suits would not work. The board would 
never approve them. Instead, they’d have to buy a 
different bathing suit. And this time they would 
pick it out themselves. They picked out another 


two-piece that had fuller coverage. 

When these replacement suits 
lifeguards to try them on. According to the 
Star, Cangiolosi said they were asked by a 
secretary if any of them would try them on 
and be photographed wearing them. A beach 
manager, Jim Nicoletti, denies this, saying that 
the managers only wanted to see how these 
larger two-piece bathing suits fit in terms of how 
they might work out doing lifeguarding. The 
lifeguards are always on the move at the village’s 
beaches. Sand would get into them. Indeed, both 
the female lifeguards and the managers did not 
like these replacement suits. 

Cangiolosi reportedly said she wondered 
why there was now all this focus on suits, the 
Star wrote. The female lifeguards later said 
they felt they had been asked to do “modeling” 
for the managers, and considered the situation 
demoralizing anda hostile workplace. 

Nicoletti said he went to the Village Trustees 
when the replacement suits came in and asked 
them to postpone the selecting of new suits until 
next year. The female lifeguards had been issued 
the usual bikini suits they'd worn every year, he 
says. They were wearing them, by this time, for 
nearly a month. That they were asked to change 


came, 
_ the managers reportedly asked the female 
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suits in the middle of the season was confusing. 
According to Nicoletti, the Village Trustees 
told him to go ahead with the change anyway. 


Nicoletti also said later he tried a second time to © 


get them to put this off to next year with the same 
result. He thought it was getting in the way of the 
work, too. 

The female lifeguards did wear them for about 
a week. They got in the way of the work. And sand 
got in them. They seemed more like a suit you’d 
wear at a swimming pool. By this time, they had 
switched back to the original suits they had been 
issued before Memorial Day. 

As a result of all this, Cangiolosi met with the 
other female lifeguards and they agreed to write 
a letter to the Village Board. In it, the female 
lifeguards accused the managers of harassment 
and the creation of a hostile work environment. 
There was also the claim that one of the managers 
told the girls they would be fired if they didn’t 
wear the new suits. 

The girls also decided that, since their direct 
report was to the managers, they would show 
the letter to the managers before sending it in. 
A meeting then took place between the female 
lifeguards and several of the managers. The 
- Managers said that the letter would not be 

accepted as it was written, according to the Star, 
and eventually a version of it was delivered to 
Village Hall. 

The Village of East Hampton has a longtime 
mayor, Paul Rickenback. But for most day-to-day 
matters, there is a full-time Village Administrator 
named Becky Molinaro Hansen, and it was she 

‘who investigated the whole matter. 

Over the next six weeks, Ms. Molinaro Hansen 
examined the documents and interviewed nine 
employees and in the end wrote a report she 
presented to the Village Board at a meeting on 
August 17. In it she noted that the Board had 
never asked to see any photograph of a lifeguard 
in the bikini, she said she believed the image of 
the girl in the “Brazilian” bikini was taken on 
the cellphone in a light-hearted way, that it was 
deleted, and that it was her conclusion that the 
investigation did not reveal sufficient evidence to 
result in a charge of sexual harassment. She also 
concluded that the swimsuit matter “should have 
been handled better” by the managers. She also 
said she would have the managers undergoing 
supplemental training. 

At the August 17 meeting, the contents of the 
letter were not made available to the press, and, 
as a result, the editors of The East Hampton 
Star made a Freedom of Information (FOIL) 
request, which resulted in their quickly getting 
the letter and publishing a full account of what 
happened in their issue of August 30. It seems 
there were enough lifeguards and managers on 
staff before August 30 to man the village beaches 
but afterward, three lifeguard managers, without 
notice, quit their jobs, including Jim Nicoletti 
in disgust. 

And that’s why for Labor Day weekend, because 
of the resignations and the usual going-back- 
to college depletion of the older guards, no 
lifeguards were available to be on duty to protect 
people going in the water at Georgica. 

As for Jim Nicoletti, he says he quit because of 
an editorial written in the Star that accompanied 
the article. 

“I had gone to bat twice to get the Village 
to postpone the new suits because they upset 
the female lifeguards,” he told me. “We had 
photographed a female guard wearing the first 
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suit because the chief wasn’t there when the 
suits came in and we were packing them up to 
send them back and we wanted him to see why. 
He then did come in, so we deleted the picture 
because it wasn’t needed. There never was a 
second photo or any other request for a photo. 
Ms. Cangiolosi might have thought we were going 
to ask her. We weren't. I certainly understood she 
was feeling uncomfortable. 

“The Star wrote in its editorial we were taking 
photos of the female lifeguards for our amusement 
all over the place. We never did that that. I called 
back their reporter. I told their reporter there 
was the one photo and what it was for and they 
blew it all up in an editorial into something we 
need further punishment for. I’ve been a teacher 
and coach here for 30 years, now at the beach for 
10 as a manager. When I read that, I quit.” g

Long Island native Julia Macchio—

Macchio is no stranger to her wide-eyed, big- 
haired character, having performed around the world 
as Alex in the International Tour of the show. 

There are so many moments during the show 
where you find yourself lost in the spellbinding music, 
especially the slower arrangement of the hit song 
“Gloria.” The song fits the story so well, yet it doesn’t 
lose the flavor of the original. Amanda Tong as the 
flighty Gloria is everything you want her to be—sweet 
natured, a little ditzy, but a loyal and loving friend— 
with that ’80s hair, teased and topped with a gaudy 
headband. Gloria sings her namesake song as her 
own ballad, softly at first and rising to a crescendo 
as the show progresses and she finds herself in a 
bad situation.

In the show, Alex’s dream of 
attending a prestigious dance school 
in Pittsburgh is the grand prize, but 
she suffers from self-doubt—though

Alex rejects Nick vehemently 
at first, but this story would not be complete without 
a case of star-crossed lovers. Anthony Crouchelli as 
Nick is humble, caring and kind—not at all what Alex 
expected of this privileged man. Crouchelli as Nick is 
endearing, charming and attentive to Alex, and she 
basks in his love and warmth. The chemistry between 
the pair is delightful and passionate, and you can’t help 
but root for this young couple. 

The iconic “Maniac” song and its fast-paced, mind- 
boggling dance moves seem almost effortless to 
Macchio, who moves with the kind of easy grace 
that speaks to her many hours working on her craft.

ttendees of the 2018 Dan’s GrillHampton 

presented by New York Prime Beef got a 
delicious taste of Tribeca in the Holy Ground 
BBQs grilled chicken sandwich with house sauce 
and spicy cabbage slaw. But the three-man team 
behind Holy Ground’s table was experiencing a 
taste of home. Sag Harbor’s Nick Dwoskin and 
Kai Vatash and Southampton’s Alexis Krisel were 
excited to share the food of Holy Ground with 
some of their friends, family and neighbors. All 
three hope to be getting out to the East End more 
with Holy Ground pop-ups and party catering. As 
Krisel says, he “wants everybody to be together 
loving food.” 

What have the two 2012 Pierson High School 
grads been up to? Vatash attended Tulane 
University and settled in Brooklyn two years ago. 
He mainly works as a server because, as he says, 
he “enjoys talking to people on the floor from 
different areas, different clientele, all walks of 
life.”

instilling an early love of food. Dwoskin says 
his style of cooking is about being “raised 
surrounded by ingredients, it’s based on great 
product.” He reflects that “I’m pretty lucky 
right now.” He’s referring to the fact that he 
does what he loves and that the kitchen he 
oversees is well stocked and equipped with “a 
whole animal butcher shop, an indoor smoker, 
a dehydrator, great product both animals and 
produce. It’s a major chef-run operation and 
a lotta fun.” His “favorite thing is to get a nice 
piece of fish or meat or poultry, like a duck 
breast, and bring out its flavor.” Meanwhile, 
Vatash highly recommends “enjoying a whole 
grilled branzino on a bed of kale with lemon 
marmalade on a sunny day.” Krisel touts East 
End seafood as “absolutely amazing” and he 
likes to pair it with Wolffer Estate Vineyard’s 
Finca Rosé. 

All three agree that, as Chef Nick says, ‘pie

local and sustainable of necessity, changing the way we 
look at food to be more conscious.” He points out that 
“all our sides are vegan, like our charred broccoli. Our 
vegan coleslaw looks like a regular coleslaw but is very 
different, containing mango ginger lime vinegar and 
olive oil. Our ‘pulled mushrooms’ are smoked trumpet 
mushrooms that nicely mimic the flavor and texture 
of meat.” 

The three hope that they'll have many more 
opportunities to serve East Enders with passion. 
As Chef Nick says, “call us, we’re in the business of 
saying ‘yes.”

Dvedging Up Sag Harbovs Past 


f you want to go looking for buried treasure in the 

Hamptons, maybe you need look no farther than the 
beach you're on. 

Actually, maybe that’s true only if you’re on Haven’s 
Beach in Sag Harbor. Because that’s where an estimated 
8,500 cubic yards of dredge spoil were dumped over 
the winter. The spoil was piped in from where it was 
dredged up around Long Wharf, and it didn’t contain 
just sand and muck. No—the bottomland around Long 
Wharf holds a lot more than that. Rusty nails, old coins, 
bones, musket balls, pottery shards—you name it. 

So, although it wasn’t really the intention of Sag 
Harbor’s Harbor Committee when they decided to 
order the dredging, they wound up transferring a lot of 


historic artifacts from underwater at Long Wharf to the | 


sand at Haven’s Beach. 

Adam Osterweil, a teacher at Springs School and an 
avid 2nd-generation metal detectorist, started coming 
across rare finds on Haven’s Beach a few months ago. 
He’s been pulling rare antique metal objects from the 
sand regularly ever since. 

“It’s a rat tail pewter spoon,” says Osterweil as he 
holds up a crude-looking implement. “It could be 
from the mid-1700s.” Like anything metal that’s been 
in water for years, the spoon is badly corroded. But 
you can still tell it didn’t start out as a machine-made 
utensil. It’s old. And at some point it wound up on 
the bottom of the harbor around Long Whar and was 
piped to Haven’s Beach. 

More common among Osterweil’s finds on the beach 
have been square nails, which he says probably date to 
the mid-1800s. While such nails are usually quite hard 
to find, Osterweil has been sifting them by the dozen 
out of the sand at Haven’s Beach. He holds up a baggie 


of these handmade nails. “I get about 
eight to 10 nails in one swing of 
the detector,” he says. “There 
are a lot of them around the 
lifeguard chair.” Once again, 
these nails must have fallen 
to the bottom around Long 
Wharf long ago—dropped 
during the building of 
whaling ships?—and 
recently gotten pumped to 
Haven’s Beach. 

As Osterweil had been 
making his discoveries 
over the last few months, 
the indefatigable Jean Held Wy, 
of the Sag Harbor Historical 
Society had discovered the treasure 
on the beach independently. She began 
collecting pottery shards, broken china and 
pieces of beach glass. And, with the help of the 


ou, : 


internet, she began making tentative identifications of 


several finds. 

“This piece was easy because it has the company’s 
mark on it,” says Held as she displays a fragment of 
china she found on Haven’s Beach with the name 
“Davenport” on the bottom. “It’s actually part of a 
platter that dates to 1825, made in England.” Another 
fragment Held found on the beach depicts the Great 
Seal of the United States. “It’s hand painted, and 
unless it’s a reproduction, it was probably made in 
England around 1805.” As Held points out, the United 
States didn’t have the capacity to produce china in the 
early 19th century.

Held’s hunting has turned 
up numerous shards of 
red ware that must have 
rested undisturbed in 
the waters around Long 
Wharf for over a century 
before getting Pipes to 
Haven’s Beach. 
A couple months ago, 
Held and Osterweil ran into 
each other while they were 
both hunting on Haven’s Beach, 
and they've been comparing notes 
ever since. While they say that what 
they’re doing can’t be called archeology—the finds 
are too scattered to make much sense out of—they’re 
nonetheless working to document their discoveries 
as thoroughly as possible. Right now, there’s a small 
display at the Sag Harbor Historical Society for visitors 
to look at what they’ve dug up. 
And just think, if you find something under your 
beach towel next time you’re at Haven’s Beach, it may 
well be a piece of history.
